Smith continues to be

PTK speaker rolls out plan to 
end obesity on JCJC campus

The Rho Sigma Chapter 
of Phi Theta Kappa held 
their monthly meeting Oct. 
12. Unlike most meetings, 
however, this one welcomed 
a guest speaker, David 
Townsend. Townsend is 
the coordinator of wellness 
at South Central Regional 
Medical Center (SCRMC), 
which has partnered with 
JCJC PTK for a service 
project titled Culture 
of Competition. This 
project is designed to 
raise awareness and help 
end obesity on the JCJC 
campus. 

Townsend told PTK 
members that Mississippi 
is the most obese state 
in America, which puts 
Mississippians, JCJC 

students included, at a very 
high risk for heart disease 


and many other health- 
related complications. He 
also spoke on the concept 
of the ideal body mass index 
(BMI) versus a realistic BMI, 
especially among college 
students. 

In early October, PTK 
began weighing individuals 
in their science labs, 
obtaining an average BMI 
for Jones, before beginning 
Culture of Competition. 
This will give students and 
faculty a starting point, 
as well as motivation to 
achieve a healthier lifestyle. 

Besides utilizing the gym 
on campus, which is part 
of the Wellness Center, a 
division of SCRMC, and 
making healthier choices in 
the cafeteria, students may 
work towards their weight 
loss goals personally. 
Townsend also suggested

Health Services Clinic offers free HIV testing

On October 10-11, JCJC 
Health Services partnered 
with the AIDS Services 
Coalition to provide free 
HIV testing for students 
and education on ways 
to decrease the risk of 
contracting HIV. 

Students are able to 
know their test results 
within a matter of minutes. 
This year approximately 
90 students signed up for 
testing. 

“The main reason that 
HIV testing is so important 


is that 20% of people who 
are infected do not know 
that they are infected,” 
said Tony Jones, HIV 
testing coordinator for the 
AIDS Coalition. According 
to statehealthfacts.org in 
2008 Mississippi had 8,283 
people living with HIV/ 
AIDS. 

“HIV is a highly treatable 
disease. Most people 
feel that once you are 
diagnosed with HIV, you 
receive a death sentence. 
We want to get the word 
out that early detection 
is the key. Advanced 
medications are now 


available to control HIV 
symptoms and can prevent 
the development of AIDS, “ 
said Vicki Hampton, nurse 
practitioner at JCJC Health 
Services. 

Because of a grant, JCJC 
Health Services plans to 
make HIV testing available 
once a month. The test 
requires a finger prick and 
30 minutes. 

Nursing students had an 
added incentive to have 
the test done. 

“Our teachers really 
encouraged us to have the 
test done. They stressed 
why it is important and 


gave us the opportunity 
to drop a bad grade if we 
went,” said Shana Robert, 
a student in the nursing 
program. 

“We would like to 
encourage all JCJC 
students to think 
about getting tested. 
Because college students 
sometimes participate in 
high-risk behaviors, they 
are at increased risks 
for contracting HIV, as 
well as other STDs,” said 
Hampton.

Campus police moves to temporary location in agriculture buildin

moved from their location 
in the Game Room to a 
temporary location across 
campus. 

The move to the 
Agriculture building 
will be temporary until 
the renovations of the 
mathematics building are 
complete. Campus police 
will move into the new 
facility which will also 
house a town hall. Town 
Hall will be used as a way 
for students to have a voice 
on campus. It will also 
be used for students to 
contest tickets, explained 
Campus Police Chief Stan 


Livingston. 

“If a student got a ticket 
and wanted to plead not 
guilty of the crime, they 
would go to the town hall. 
It’s like a courthouse.” 

Livingston said that 
the police station should 
be right in the middle of 
campus and with the math 
building being the Town 
Hall, “it’s going to be the 
best move.” 

Until the move, their 
current location is Room 
105 in the Agriculture 
Building. This building 
is across the street from 
the cafeteria on the south 
of campus and can easily 
be found by looking for 
a parking lot with police 
cars. 


“Signs are on the 
building but not on the 
door and that can be 
confusing for students,” 
said Livingston. “Signs are 
being shipped in to direct 
students to the right 
office. There’s a sign at 
the old police office that 
tells students the new 
location.” 

The renovation of the 
math building is in process 
now, but there has not 
been a date set for the 
doors to open. Until then, 
the best way to get in 
contact with any officer is 
to either stop them while 
they are out on campus, 
call 601.477.4006 or have 
an officer meet you at the 
office to talk privately.

Jim Kelly, history 
instructor, explained that 
while he did attend college 
straight out of high school, 
he just was not sure what 
he wanted to do as a 
career. He soon withdrew 
and started working in oil 
fields and hauling paper 
wood to make a living. 
He described his initial 
college experience and 
the moment he decided to 
return to school. 

“It is difficult to stay 
focused on college when a 
person doesn’t know what 
they want, and directly out 
of high school I was no 
different. I just wanted to 
keep playing basketball,” 
he said. “Mr. Hughey, an 
80-year-old retired logger, 
asked me at the wood yard 
if I was going to get old fast 
doing what he had done all 


his life. Seeing the wear 
and tear hard work does 
to a soul made returning 
to school a mandatory 
decision. Mr. Hughley 
ended up being my ‘oracle’ 
that day. He showed me 
that I had more ahead of 
me than sweat and hard 
work. 

“The teachers at JCJC 
treated me like their own, 


encouraging and nurturing 
me to find what I liked 
to do and make a career 
out of it. Dr. Mouldes and 
my grandmother both 
played strong roles in my 
decision to teach history. 
They pointed out just how 
much I did love history 
and that gave me a fresh 
perspective for myself,” 
said Kelly.

Now custodians of their 
own cash, many college 
students are experiencing 
independence and handling 
money decisions for the 
first time. 

Understanding the value 
of a dollar 
can make life 
easier over 
time. A dollar 
is a dollar;

over time. The financial 
world is constantly 
changing, and knowing 
how to make purchasing 
decisions can help 
maximize the use of every 
dollar. 

Many young college 
students find themselves 
beginning their 

independence with less 
income than what their 
parents acquired. Facing 
financial decisions for the 
first time can produce 
many learning experiences. 
Inflation, investments, 
prevention and saving, are 
all important aspects in a 
dollar shrinking or growing 
in value. 

Inflation is the rise in 
the general level of prices 
of goods and services. So 
what does that mean? 
Let’s compare gasoline 
prices per gallon to federal 
minimum wage per hour 
to see how inflation works. 
In 2004 gasoline prices 
spiked to over $2 a gallon 
while minimum wage was 
at $5.25. In 2012 gasoline 
prices are at $3.50 a gallon 
with minimum wage at 
$7.25. Comparing minimum 
wage in 2004 to gas costs, 
an employee making 


minimum wage spent 38% 
of their hourly wage to 
purchase a gallon of gas. In 
2012 that same employee 
making minimum wage is 
paying 48% of their hourly 
income for the same gallon 
of gas. This is inflation in 
the unkindest form. 

Investing allows a person 
to put their money to use 
in order to benefit from 
inflation, or profit. Starting 
a business is an investment 
that can allow a profit or 
loss. Purchasing a home 
is a good example of 
investing that can benefit 
from inflation. Paying a 
mortgage and paying rent 
can be used as a good 
example of gaining financial 
value. 

To compare apples to 
apples, say that the rent was 
the same as the mortgage 
so that we can visualize 
the investment. Over time 
the value of the home will 
generally increase with 
inflation regardless if it’s 
owned or rented. Renters 
who pay every month 
can call the landlord if 
something breaks and can 
move when the contract 
is up. Homeowners 
pay mortgage, property 
tax, lawn and yard care, 
insurance costs and 
property repairs. 

Due to all the added costs, 
arithmetic shows it costs 
more to own a home than 
to rent. So why do people 
promote homeownership in 
general? It is because in the 
long run owning a home is 
usually an investment that 
ends up being a financial 
benefit. After the home is 
paid off, the homeowner 
no longer pays rent and 
the added expenses, like

The Jones student began 
competing in beauty 
pageants when she was 
four years old. 

“The competitions I was 
involved in were similar 
to Toddlers and Tiaras,” 
said Carter. “My parents 
also had a great love for 
sports. It was so awesome 
to leave a pageant and 
go with them to games. I 
played softball along with 
competing in pageants, 
so often times I would get 
dressed in my baseball 
uniform with my hair and 
make-up still fixed.” 

Carter grew up in the 
spotlight. She was in a 
pageant almost every 
weekend.

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Williams returned to JCJC, 
studied hard, and didn’t 
stop until she obtained 
her doctorate this past 
summer. It took 16 
years from the time she 
returned to college until 
she received her highest 
degree. 

Williams’ counseling 
style is one of a “Mayberry” 
age, simple yet powerful. 
She often says things like, 
“I cannot give you what I 
do not have.” 

She will go on and 
explain her quote with 
an understanding that 
is simple and easy to 
comprehend for most: 
“That means if I don’t have 
education, then how can I 
teach? If I don’t struggle 
or sacrifice, how can I tell 
you I know what it is? If I 
don’t do my best every day, 
how can I expect you?” 

JCJC launched the 
Non-Traditional Student 


Association in August of 
2006 in order to meet 
the needs of the non- 
traditional student. The 
vision of NTSA was 
created and brought to 
reality thanks to Williams. 
Enlisting Jane Jones, 
CTE Career Services 
Coordinator, as the first 
faculty sponsor, the 
program began to flourish. 

“The NTSA is strong 
because of strong faculty, 
administrative, and 

community support for 
nontraditional students,” 
stressed Williams, who 
listed supporters of 
the program, including 
Lisa Headrick, Amy 
Hinton, Lynn White, Bob 
Stevens, Jessica Bunch, 
Kim Bradshaw, Meghan 
Stringer, Lisa Purdum, 
Ginger Keeton, James 
Jones, Andrew Sharp, 
Teresa Robertson and Ed 
Smith. 

Williams’ efforts to 
provide support for 
students who are non¬ 
traditional have received 


media attention and won 
many prestigious awards. 
With admissions of older 
students on the rise, 
campuses across America 
are creating facilities 
and developing support 
association for their 
non-traditional student 
population. In fact, many 
colleges and universities 
have contacted Williams 
to understand the model 
of support that she has 
established with the NTSA. 

Membership started 
with 13 students the 
first semester and has 
grown to 250 students 
in recent semesters. 
Ten dollars a year allows 
students access to club 
meetings, group projects 
like the homecoming 
float and “Treats In the 
Streets,” fundraisers, 
scholarships and honor 
society “Alpha Sigma 
Lambda.” Nontraditional 
students achieving 

academic excellence and 
membership eligibility are 
invited to join a national 


nontraditional honor 
society, Alpha Sigma 
Lambda. Students are able 
to partner with Williams, 
supporting instructors 
and NTSA students to 
share achievements and 
provide inspiration. 

Understanding the 
challenges of an NTSA 
student, Kelly has been on 
board since the beginning. 
When talking about the 
creation of NTSA, he said, 
“Williams was excited 
about the program when 
she presented me with 
the idea. It was a privilege 
to watch her develop, 
nurture, and expand an 
outstanding program that 
was needed on campus. 
She’ll say I helped, but 
not really, I was just a 
cheerleader and facility 
supporter.” 

Students who didn’t 
graduate from high school 
in May 2012 should visit the 
Student Success Center 
in the Tisdale Library to 
see if they qualify to be a 
member of NTSA.

The Eula Bass Gallery 
is always filled with the 
work of students, alumni 
and other talented 
artists throughout the 
year. Chatham Meade, a 
teacher at William Carey 
University, will have her 
work displayed during the 
month of November. 

Meade has taught art 
and ceramics at many 
places including the 
University of Southern 
Mississippi and several 
high schools. Meade’s 
work includes expressive 
paint layers and powerful 
colors. 

In October, the gallery 
featured several wonderful 
artworks with bold colors 
by Jones alumna and 
instructor Paula Pierce. 

As always, Pierce is true 
to her nature themes 
but has incorporated 
more abstract intricacy, 
vivid color and plant life- 
related themes into her 
work. In her pieces such 
as “fire tree” Pierce steps 
out of her usual range 
and creates brilliant and 
vibrant works of art more 
abstract than before. 
In other pieces such as 
“numbers” and “circles” 
Pierce displays shocking, 
almost retro, 3D art. 

Earlier in the semester, 


an exhibit was featured by 
couple Michael and Gayle 
McCarty. Both Michael 
and Gayle are retired 
from teaching art at Hinds 
Community College. 
Gayle is a mixed-media 
artist who, like Pierce, 
incorporates nature into 
her artwork. She uses 
everything from bones to 
clay to paper and stones 
in her art. Gayle had a 
collection entitled “Diary” 
on display at Jones earlier 
in the semester that 
utilized 24 small paintings 
showing her love and 
use of nature. To create 
this wonderful piece, 
she painted something 
reflecting nature, six days 
a week for four weeks 
straight. She used earth 
tones and items that she 
collected from nature to 
assemble the beautiful 
mixed media. 

Her husband, on the 
other hand, utilizes 
graphic art and digital 
imagery for his pieces. 
Combining vintage items 
with computer software, 
he creates new and 
modern images. His piece 
“Gayle,” for example, 
layers small pictures of his 
children in order to create 
the face of his beloved wife. 
Only those who pay close 
attention to the piece will 
see the fantastic means of 
creating his portrait.
